In 
the instant case the different inventions serve different functions. A clone collection is a 
product that is unrelated to the process of providing genomic and proteomic research 
products and services. 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
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the instant case the different inventions serve different functions. In the former case, a 
bioinformatics method is employed to determine a method for determining genomic and 
proteomic research products. In the latter case, an empirical method is performed to 
generate a collection of clones. 

Inventions II and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the clone collection can be produced by a 
different process than by obtaining from a customer information of a type of polypeptide 
in with the customer is interested. The scientists themselves can produce thus clone 
collection without input from the customer.
